The Meaning of Fasting Student of St. Andrew’s 


Theological College 


On the 29th of June, the Church celebrated the feast of the greatest 
apostles - St. Peter and St. Paul. Few Christians realise that the period 
immediately preceding the feast has been established as a fast. The fast 
begins every year one week after Pentecost (i.e. the day after All 
Saints’ Day) and lasts till (and including) the 28th of June. Because the 
date of Easter changes every year, the fast can extend from 1 to 4 
weeks. This year it is only one week. But what does it mean to ‘fast’? 
In the next couple of issues, I wish to tackle this question so that we 
can all gain a greater understanding of its importance and significance 
to our lives. ON 


Fasting was originally seen as a complete abstinence from all types of 
food for a short period of time - not as an abstinence from certain foods 
as it was later understood. This abstinence lasted for ome day and 
continued to the ninth hour (i.e. 3pm). This type of fasting has been 
described as ‘liturgical’ (Schmemann, 1966, p1l57) and is closely 
connected to the Eucharist. For the refusal of food was a denial of a 
bodily necessity while the reception of the Body and Blood of the Lord 
as food and drink of the kingdom anticipated the fulfilment of all 
things. With the rise of monasticism in the 3rd century AD, the nature 
of fasting was transformed. Nevertheless, this absolute type of fast was 
retained for short periods prior to receiving communion, especially 
during Wednesday and Friday which commemorated the Lord’s betrayal 
and death. 


The monastic movement viewed fasting differently. Rather than a 
liturgical act, it was seen as an ascetic exercise in mortifying the flesh 
so as to achieve inner freedom and restore the nature of humanity. It 
sought to regulate the quantity and quality of the food consume ‘ut 
was not a complete abstinence from all food. This view of fawing 
gradually became dominant and the Church set certain periods during 
the year where all Christians were required to practice. Great Lent ( i.e. 
the 40 days before Easter), is one long abstinence - but an ascetical 
trial which involves far more than food.

The GOSPYAN Guide to Computers

Part 2: DOS 


Welcome to the second installment of "The 
GOSPYAN Guide to Computers". This 
month, I will be talking about DOS as used 
in IBM and IBM compatible computers. If 
you have a computer available, you may 
wish to switch it on and try some hands on 
while you read. 


WHAT IS DOS? 


DOS is short for Disk Operating System 
(MS-DOS stands for MicroSoft DOS, 
MicroSoft being the company _ that 
developed the DOS). Every computer that 
has a disk drive of some sort, must have a 
DOS. DOS is a program which is either 
built into the computer or loaded 
automatically into the computer when it 1s 
first turned on. Without DOS, the computer 
does not know how to talk to all the disk 
drives, hard drives, create files, manipulate 
files and run other programs. It is the basic 
instruction list controlling the computer. 
Without it, the computer cannot operate. 


HOW DOI USE IT? 


When DOS is “booted” (started up) into the 
system, the user is presented with what is 
called “a DOS prompt". Depending on 
which disk drive DOS is booted from, the 
user will be presented with a "prompt” that 
looks like A>» or C>. The first appears if 
DOS booted from the floppy disk drive, the 
second appears if DOS booted from the 
Hard Disk (most IBM computers have this 
nowadays). 


I CAN’T SEE EITHER OF THESE PROMPTS! 


Many of you may have installed (or have 
had installed) a "front end menu" or 
"Windows". These are programs which have 
been set up to automatically load and hide 
the user from DOS. It may be important to 


mention now that DOS is generally not 
considered a very friendly environment for 
the inexperienced operator therefore a 
"shield" is created to make the computer 
easier to use. A simple menu consisting of 
a list of programs which the user can select 
by pressing A,B or C is far easter than 
learning the many “foreign” commands that 
DOS understands. Windows is a more 
advanced menu system which I wil! ¢ go 
into. Most menu systems will ho.e a 
selection ussually labeled, "Return to DOS" 
or “Return to Operating System". Select 
this function and you will return to the A> 
or C> prompt I mentioned earlier. 


OK, NOW WHAT DOI DO? 


Type in the word DIR onto the keyboard 
and press the large «ENTER> or 
«RETURN? key. A list of "filenames" and 
numbers will be listed on the screen. What 
you have done its given DOS a command 
telling it to give you a DIRectory of the 
currently selected drive. (Wow! What does 
it all mean?!) It is important to point out 
that every command you give to DOS will 
consist of the command itself followed by a 
press of the large «ENTER> or « RETURN> 
key. This tells DOS that you have typed the 
command and that it may process the 
command. If you enter an . incorrect 
command, DOS will tell you in i %wn 
abusive way. You cannot harm it by , .ting 
in an incorrect command.
